No Argument can perfwade me that a 
Great Aétion is one jott the lefs fo, for be- 
ing brought to pafs by a Perfon we don’t 
like; and the Juftice of the King of France 
againft Duelling, is no lefs Juftice in the 
General Judgment of the World, for be- 
ing his, nor can it pafs fo with me. 

We are told, that the Civil War under 
Frenry 1V. was the firft beginning of thie 
Bloody Cuftom, and fome People charge: 
the King himfelf with being very much 
the occafion of it, Encouraging and Pro- 
moting the Broils among the Gentry and. 
Nobility, who by that means came to make 
their Court to him with the more Care, 
and cleared his hands of many an Enemy. : 

*Twou'd be needlefs to give the Hiftory 
here of the Contention of Families in thofe 
Times,abdout the Government of Provinces, 
the Titles of Honour, and the Favours and 
Offices of the Court, which they rather pre= 
tended to and demanded, than beg’d of 
the King: That Great Prince often- 
times found himfelf more Embroiled with 
the Faétions and Feuds of his Great Men, 
than with all his Potent Enemies; for it 
was the Conftant Prattice of the Nobility, 
when two Pretenders put in for the 
fame thing, he who was refus’d, would: 
Retreat with all his Attendants fram the 

Army; 
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nemy. 

Howeiet it was, this is fure, that he 
did not Punifh the Civil Feuds of his 
Great Men, neither during the War, nor 
afterward in Times of Peace. But fome- 
thing may be faid further, to the Origi- 
nal of this Fatal Milchief; and if I may be 
permitced to give my Opinion, it may be 
trac’d back to the Reign of the Sons of Hen- 
ry 1. of whom J may fay, that they gave 
Encouragement to Private Muyrther, by 
Private Example.

Check tu the Greatnefs of the French Power; 
and the letting the World know what that 
Power is, and how great, does no where 
imply otherwife; but with Submiiion, all 
this, fuppofe it thould happen out fo fortu- 
nately for the Confederates, does not make 
the French Power lefs, but the Jmperiaifts 
greater. f 

’Tis certain the Accounts { have given 
of the. French Power on the Rbine, are ra- 
ther lefs than what they appear to be, than 
greater. They have Three Armies now 
on the Frontiers ready for the Attempt; 
they have march’d.and countermarch’d, 
made mack Movements and Encampments 
toamule the Enemy, in Order to draw 
their Forces this or that Way, that they 
may have Qpportunity to pafs to Advan-

ihe German Forces, this is futhicient to me 
to prove they are in a very good Conditi-, 
on, in that Marefhal de Mu//ard has not yet, 
thapght fitto. make the Attempt, for the..
